THE cousin of murdered 
Anthony Walker yesterday 
relived the horror of finding 
him dying with an ice axe 
embedded in his skull. 

Marcus Binns swallowed hard 
before telling a hushed court of the 
terrible sight that met him in a 
Liverpool park. 


“He was in a critical condition,” said 
18-year-old Marcus. “He was face-up and 
there was an axe in his head. I started to 
panic and I called 999.” 

Tragic black student Anthony, 18, died 
hours later from the single blow to his 
head with a 2ft ice pick which wedged 
itself two inches into his brain. 

Afro-haired Marcus told how he had cut 
through a park with Anthony and his 
girlfriend to escape a gang of racist thugs 
shouting abuse. 

He then managed to break away and 
dash for help as the three were ambushed 
by killer Paul Taylor and his 17-year-old 
pal Michael Barton, the brother of 
Manchester City midfielder Joey, 23.

Shortly afterwards he was driven back to 
the park by a neighbour living nearby 
and his son. 

“I was completely out of breath, in 
shock, frightened,” he told the court. 

“All three of us got out of the car, 
walked up and we saw him lying there.” 

Prosecutor Neil Flewitt earlier told the 
jury Anthony was hacked to death “for no 
reason other than the colour of his skin”. 


Yesterday Marcus told Liverpool Crown 
Court how the deadly attack started with 
aman wearing a ski mask and hood hurl- 
ing racial abuse at him and Anthony out- 
side the Huyton Park pub where they 
were waiting for a bus with Anthony’s 
white girlfriend, Louise Thompson, 18. 

“We were waiting at the bus stop when 
we saw two men come out of the pub,” he 
said. “The first thing one of them said 
was ‘Microphone head’ and ‘Oi, you, 
Michael Jackson’. 

“I looked around and could see no one 
else and realised the guy could only be 
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Anthony with an 


talking to me.” Marcus said he felt 
uneasy and suggested he, Anthony 
and Louise all moved on to another 
bus stop. As they walked away they 
were passed by a green Peugeot 406 
without its lights on. 

The vehicle made him feel “anxious 
and wary” because of what had hap- 
pened outside the pub, he said. 

“Anthony suggested walking 
through McGoldrick Park to head for 
Huyton village,” said Marcus. 

“We were walking at a normal pace, 
but there were just inner feelings that 
someone was following. I didn’t see 
anything, it was just a feeling. 

“There are a lot of trees in the park 
and it was dark, very dark. 

“T turned around fully with my back 
towards Anthony and his girlfriend 
and I didn’t see anything. So I turned 
towards the exit and I glimpsed 
towards my left and I saw a dark, 
shadowy figure in the bush. 

“It crept out of the bush. I’ve 
noticed it and I’ve told them to run. 

“We’ve made a run for it and as I’m 
running I’m trying to push them in 


the same direction and I’ve managed 
to get ahead of them both. I didn’t 
look back as I was running away, but I 
wasn’t aware of anyone running 
behind me.” 

Anthony’s girlfriend Louise, who 
wore a pendant bearing his picture, 
wept in court yesterday as she too 
recalled the race-hate terror. 

“Some lad shouted racist abuse at 
me,” she told the court. “He was 
shouting at Anthony and Marcus. He 
just told them to walk. ‘Walk, 
nigger, walk’.” 


Once in the park she said around 
four figures leapt out of bushes 
towards them. 

“T just saw them jump out and when 
Anthony let go, I just ran. I panicked. 
I didn’t look around. I saw Marcus 
run, he was ahead but went in a 
different direction.” 

She ran to a police station and was 
taken inside when she told how her 
boyfriend was being attacked. 

The court heard that former pub

manager Stanley McLoughton was 
also in the Huyton Park as a customer 
the night Anthony was murdered. 

In a statement he said: “I have 
known Paul Taylor for a number of 
years. In the past I’ve had to throw 
him out of the pub because he had a 
hunting knife with him. 

“The blade was about six to eight 
inches long and I recall him bran- 
dishing it, saying ‘Someone’s going to 
get this tonight’.” 

He also told police he had thrown 
Taylor out on other occasions because 
he was carrying a CS gas canister. 

But in court yesterday Mr 
McLoughton denied making the com- 
ments to police. 

Racist Taylor, 20, has admitted mur- 
dering Anthony this year and faces 
life in jail when he is sentenced at the 
end of his cousin Barton’s trial. 

Jobless Barton, of Huyton, denies 
murder and conspiracy to cause 
grievous bodily harm. The prosecu- 
tion allege he supplied the ice axe. 

The trial continues.
